Fog-Bound Ship 


Ablaze, Plunges 
Into Dwellings 


Former Secretary Of 


W ar Among Victims

ELIZABETH, N. J. — UP) — A 
fog-bound American Airlines pas­ 
senger plane, groping its way into 
Newark airport on instruments, 
nose-dived into a residential area 
yesterday 
and 
brought 
flaming 
death to its 23 occupants and five 
other persons. 
Robert P. Patterson, 60-year-old 
form er 
Secretary of War under 
President Truman, was one of the 
plane’s victims. 
Explodes On Apartment 
The silver, twin-engined Con- 
vair, inbound from Buffalo, hurtled 
into a three-story fram e ap art­ 
ment building and exploded in a 
mass of leaping orange flame that 
enveloped two nearby dwellings. 
A mother and her two children 
were killed as their home collaps­ 
ed about then? in a hurricane-like 
blast. A third child, trapped in an ­ 
other building, and an unidenti­ 
fied person also died in the flames. 
Screaming 
residents 
ran 
for 
safety. Eleven persons were injur­ 
ed, 
including nine occupants of 
nearby homes. 
Also hurt were a 
firem an and a rescue worker, who 
joined disaster units at the scene, 
just 2.8 miles from N ewark air­ 
port. 
Block Threatened 
For 90 minutes, no one could gee 
near the raging inferno, where the 
18 passengers, three crew mem­ 
bers and “two company personnel 
aboard the plane were burned be­ 
yond recognition. For a time the 
roaring blaze threatened to engulf 
the entire block.

The second issue provides for a 
bond issue of $1,100,000 to

Universal Military Training Is 
No Assurance Of Strong Defense 


A MER1CANS who oppose Universal Mili- 
* * tary Training or any form of com­ 
pulsory military service 
in 
peacetime 
snould not be lulled into apathy by the 
latest word from Washington. 
That word is that it now appears the 
country’s youth will not be enrolled “this 
year” in a full universal m ilitary training 
program. 
The “this year” clause is the give away 
on the intentions of military' leadership to 
foist peacetime conscription on the young 
men of the nation whether they want it or 
not. 
They laded last year, they may fail 
this year—but next year is yet to come. 
A House armed services committee is 
now holding public hearings on the issue 
of UMT. Opposition is strong but the mili­ 
tary is determined. 
This determination is indicated in the 
decision of military leaders to "comprom­ 
ise” with the opposition—by setting 
up 
UMT on a “limited scale.” 
The military 
leaders now want an immediate half-loaf 
of UMT, a “partial UMT.” or “UMT on a 
limited scale.” 
There is no compromise here, it is an 
outright bid to establish UMT whether 01 
not the people want it. 
Opponents contend that UMT has the 
basic aim of militaristic dominance 
over 
the minds ol the nation's young men. The 
opposition will no more agree to "partial” 
or “limited” UMT than it will to a com­ 
plete and whole and totalitarian UMT. 
UMT as a national delense measure, as a 
“moral force” for the betterfVient ol youth. 
as an instrument to prevent war has been 
thoroughly discredited. 
“Does anybody seriously think that me 


Trouble Is Brewing In 


French Indo-China 
■OEFORE the Korean war. virtually every 
seasoned observer who went to Asia 
returned to describe Indo-China as the real 
hot spot, the key to the whole Southeast. 
Lately, however, that has been the forgot­ 
ten front. 
It may not be much longer. Reports per­ 
sist of a Chinese Communist build-up of 
from 250,000 to 350,000 men on the Indo- 
Chinese border. The Chinese are said to be 
operating tactical training schools for the 
rebel Viet Minh troops led by 
Ho 
Chi 
Minh. And they are known to be supplying 
the rebels with large amounts of heavy 
armament. 
Evidently the Communist insurgents are 
putting then lessons, and their new ma­ 
terial aid to good use; Battlefield accounts 
say they have abandoned guerrilla warfare 
and now’ employ 
frontal-type 
attacks. 
Heavy 
field 
artillery and Russian-type 
anti-aircraft guns with modem 
plane- 
tracking devices, are figuring in their op­ 
erations; recently IO French planes were 
reported downed by rebel ground fire. 
Even without formal or “volunteer” Chi­ 
nese intervention, the situation is becoming 
increasingly serious for the long-harried 
French forces in Indo-China. The French 
have successfully withstood all rebel as­ 
saults up to now. Under the late Gen. Jean 
de Lattre de Tassigny, they even pushed 
the Communists back toward the northern 
border. But there are many signs this vir­ 
tual stalemate cannot last. 
Though we are shipping the French siz­ 
able amounts of war material, it plainly 
isn’t enough to produce decisive victory. 
It may not actually be sufficient to hold 
the rebels off indefinitely. For their gains 
in equipment and newly trained manpow er 
are 
resulting 
in 
stepped-up 
pressure 
against the French defenders. 
The French themselves do not plan to 
augment their forces to any large degree. 
Their commitments to European defense 
would prevent that if there were no other 
obstacle. But they suffer the further handi­ 
cap of a shortage of top-grade officers. 
Recently Gen. Alphonse Juin conferred 
in Washington with American and British 
generals on how' to cope with this rising 
menace. Naturally he wants 
more 
help 
from the United States and other friends 
in the United Nations, especially if China 
should cross the border and join the attack 
He 
professes 
not to want more ground 
I l oops but naval and air assistance. 
No one on the outside knows for sure 
what our generals promised Juin. if any­ 
thing. Naval help we could probably give, 
foi w hatever it is worth. But air support is j 
something else. The Red air build-up 1.1 
Korea has put a definite strain on our air 
forces there. We frankly do not have much 
strength to spare. 
Undoubtedly we and the UN would do 
all we reasonably could to avert disaster in 
Indo-China. Whether that would be enough 
t oachieve more than a prolonging of a 
sti ci'gth-sapping stalemate no one can tell. 
There does not appear to be any happy 
answer either for the French or for us, I 
short of internal difficulties in Russia and j 
Red China which might softeb or destroy , 
their aggressive punch.

Merry-Go-Round 
'Round and 'Round We ‘Go 


By DREW PEARSON 
WASHINGTON—If the King committee 
looks into the income-tax case of Iowa’s 
Gov. Thomas Beardsley, it will find some 
interesting buck-passing between the Jus­ 
tice Department and the Treasury. 
The Treasury frequently complains that 
it sends tax-fraud cases to Justice, then 
Justice twiddles its fingers, fails to prose­ 
cute. But in the case of the governor of a 
state, it looks as if 
neither 
wanted 
to 
prosecute. 
At any rate, before the Treasury sent the 
alleged tax fraud of Gov. Beardsley to Jus­ 
tice. 
T-men phoned the Justice Depart­ 
ment’s tax division, asked whether Justice 
w'ould prosecute a governor. Justice law­ 
yers replied they would make no commit­ 
ment, w'ould look at the case, then decide. 
So Treasury sent the case to Justice— 
“without recommendation.” Justice tax at­ 
torneys, then under Lamar Caudle, took a 
look, tentatively decided for prosecution.

Out of Russian and 
German pri­ 
son camps has come a young man 
who promises to become an im­ 
portant figure in the North Ameri­ 
can economy. 
He is Dr. Alfred 
Arthur Valdmanis, a minister in 
the form^- Latvian Republic, who 
is now director-general of econ­ 
omic development in the Cana­ 
dian province of Newfoundland. 
With the backing of a progres­ 
sive Newfoundland government, 
headed by 
Premier 
Joseph 
R. 
Smallwood, Valdmanis is begin­ 
ning to develop the island’s nat­ 
ural resources. 
He is attracting 
labor and capital to utilize tile 
vast timber resources, 
fisheries, 
and untold mineral wealth of the 
island of Newfoundland and the 
mainland area of Labrador. The 
boom is underway. 
Newfoundland covers about 42,- 
000 square miles of area, about 
the size of the state of Tennessee. 
It has thousands of miles of bleak 
coastline, and icebergs are in view 
much of the year. There are some 
350,000 people on the island, scat­ 
tered in small 
fishing 
villages 
along the coast, with few roads 
connecting them, and only one 
railway line crossing the island. 
On 
the 
Canadian 
mainland, 
Newfoundland 
has 
jurisdiction 
over Labrador, an area of 120,000 
square miles, about half the size 
of Texas. 
In Labrador there are 
only some 5000 people, mostly In­ 
dians and Eskimos. But there arc 
vast 
mineral 
deposits, 
water­ 
power resources and virgin stands 
of timber.

Since Newfoundland became a 
province of Canada in 1949. indus­ 
trial development 
has 
boomed. 
The biggest single development, 
already planned before tile 1949 
union, is the $200,000,000 iron ore 
development in Labrador and ad­ 
joining Quebec province. This de­ 
velopment is jointly financed by 
Canadian mining 
interests 
and 
U. S. steel interests. 
Valdmanis recommended more 
industries.

Valdmanis is finding his job to 
his liking 
Now 43. he was min­ 
ister of economics of Latvia in 
1938. 
After the Russians seized 
military bases in the country he 
resigned as a government min­ 
ister, headed the electric trusts, 
banking and 
trade 
associations, 
import and export corporations. 
He was thrown into a prison camp 
in 1941 bv the Russians as a po­ 
litical prisoner, and when the Ger­ 
mans drove the Russians out of 
Latvia they left Valdmanis in the 
prison camp. 
He was released in 1945, joined 
tin' British and American military 
headquarters as a 
civil 
affairs 
adviser, for a time was with the 
International 
Refugee Organiza­ 
tion iii Switze; land. and then came 
to Canada on a scholarship. 
He 
taught political economy at Carle­ 
ton College, Ottawa, was an ad­ 
viser 
to the Canadian 
govern­ 
ment’s 
trade 
department, 
and 
from Ottawa moved to New found­ 
land 
as 
Premier 
Smallwood's 
right-hand man. 
Since then Valdmanis has used 
his knowledge of economics and 
industrial development in north­ 
eastern Europe to diversify New­ 
foundland’s economy, where he 
found similar natural resources, 
only more of them, than in his 
native land He is also helping to 
bring in Europeans to swell New­ 
foundland’s population and devel­ 
op its natural lesources for the 
beneiit oi the entire province.

QUOTATION WORDS 
Where shall quotation marks be placed 
—inside or outside of the marks of punc­ 
tuation? These are questions that come up 
constantly. 
When there is only a single quotation, 
all the closing 
marks 
of 
punctuation 
should be placed inside the final quotation 
mark. Thus, "John is coming," said Mar­ 
garet. Or, Margaret said, “John is com-1 
big,” Or, Margaret asked, “Is John com­ 
ing?” 
When 
a 
quotation contains another 
quotation, the small comma and period 
are placed inside all closing 
quotes 
to 
which they relate. Thus, Grandma asked, 
“Did Margaret say. ‘John is coming’?”— 
the question here, coming not from Mar­ 
garet. but from Grandma. But if the ques­ 
tion had come from Margaret, it would be: 
Grandma said, “Margaret asked, ’Is John 
coming?’ ” 
Despite the practices of some printing 
houses, it is preferable to use the double 
quote (“ ) for the original quotation, and 
the single quote (’) for a quoted passage 
with a quotation; as, “She said, ’John ii 
coming tonight.’ ” A third quotation with­ 
in a second quotation employs the double 
quote (“ ) again; thus, “She said, ‘John tola 
me, “I shall come to see you tonight.” ’ ” 
Further interior quotations, repeating al- 
lei natcly the single and double quotes, ar* 
not recommended.

My prim ary motive was to es­ 
tablish all the proof I could as to 
which members of the Council 
were also Communists. 
In 
only 
one im portant respect, therefore, 
did I alter my position. 
I did not 
once openly assert myself as anti­ 
com m unist. 
The result was that 
Beecher and the 
two 
Solomons 
drew perceptibly closer to me. We 
disagreed on issues. 
I could not 
permit my disguise to change too 
suddenly. 
They took great pains 
to “educate” me. and passed quan­ 
tities of literature, Communist and 
Communist-front pamphlets, into 
my hands. 
I studied 
them 
all 
carefully. 
Eva was angry and 
scornful when I brought the m at­ 
erial into the house. She refused 
even to look at it. 
On a bitter cold Sunday, a girl 
I knew only as Joy, whom I had 
encountered 
at 
various 
youth 
functions in Cambridge and Bos­ 
ton. trudged through the ice-cov­ 
ered streets to my door. She had 
a bundle of newspapers under her 
arm. 
Studies “The Worker” 
“I was hoping you might take ! 


a subscription to the ‘Worker,’ ” 
she said. “We have a drive on for 
new subscriptions.” She handed 
me a sample copy of “The Work­ 
er” off the pile. 
Thumbing through it, I came 
across the masthead 
and read 
the names. Louis F. Budenz, pre­ 
sident; Howard C. Boldt, treasur­ 
er; Benjamin J. Davis, etc............. 
There was none that meant any­ 
thing to me except Davis. I had 
seen some booklets by him on ra­ 
cial questions. 
It was with cur­ 
iosity that I recalled that most of 
them were non-Communist pub­ 
lications, or purportedly so. 
In the weeks that followed I 
studied “The Worker” scrupulous­ 
ly. 
Out of its welter of double- 
talk I was able to trace the line 
of the Communist party on the 
paramount issues of the day—con­ 
demnation of “imperialist” war; 
agitation for extremist strikes in 
industry, particularly, I observed 
in defense industries; opposition 
to credits of sale of arms to “bel­ 
ligerents” in Europe; aid to “Free 
China”; repeal of the conscription 
law. 


Communist Line 
There was no 
deviation 
from 
this in any of the publications of 
the American Youth Congress or 
the Massachusetts Youth Council. 
Not all of the issues were seized 
so boldly. 
They were screened 
behind a solicitude for youth, and 
translated in terms of their effect 
on young people. 
Other issues, 
less controversial, surrounded the 
larger ones in the publications of 
the 
youth 
organizations. 
The 
Massachusetts Council, for exam ­ 
ple, placed its emphasis on jobs, 
education 
and 
job 
training, 
a 
cause which many non-Commun- 
ists W'ould gladly espouse. 
But 
buried away in its platform was a 
demand for a resolution to limit 
the service of conscripts to one 
year, and to hold the draft army 
permanently within the continen­ 


tal limits of the United States, re­ 
gardless of the course of the war. 
There was no question of aid to 
the allies. 
After all, Hitler and 
Stalin were comrades, for the time 
being. 
The Harvard Student Un­ 
ion, Toni Grose’s group, issued 
pamphlets on “The Case for Non- 
Intervention,” professing 
abhor­ 
rence of Nazism, but assailing any 
measures, however remote, to aid 
in the fight against the Nazis. 
Occasionally during the early 
spring I passed bits of informa­ 
tion along to Harold Leary at the 
F. B. I. Only once, by indirection, 
did he give me a clew7 to what 
he was thinking. 
It was also in 
the nature of a warning. 


Play Hard To Get 
“Philbrick,” he said, “I believe 
there 
are—certain 
people—who 
recognize you for your abilities 
as a leader. 
They may ask you 
to help them out from time to 
time, join with them in some of 
their plans, do some work for 
them.”

Anti-American Stand 
On Sunday, June 22, 1941. “The 
Worker” appealed as usual, borne 
to us by Joy. 
There was one 
editorial which condemned rum­ 
ors of strife between Russia and 
Germany as “warmongering,” but 
I paid no particular attention to 
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it. The rest of the paper was an­ 
ti-war, 
anti-Roosevelt, 
anti-de­ 
fense program, anti-aid to Britain, 
pro-strike. 
The night before, radio broad­ 
casts carried the shocking news 
that Hitler had turned his Panzer 
legions loose in a blitzkrieg strike 
against his erstwhile ally, Josef 
Stalin. I heard nothing that night, 
nor for several days, from my col­ 
leagues on the Cambridge Youth 
Council. 
On Monday I was un­ 
able to purchase my “Daily W ork­ 
er” at the newstand. 
It was not 
until W ednesday that I could ob­ 
tain a copy of the “Daily W orker” 
for Tuesday, June 24.

“SUPPORT THE U. S. S. R. IN

tle-cry headline, the new slogan 
of the “anti-w ar” party.

BT lO B IK T C. RUARK 
MEW YORK—As an infrequent 
movie-foer, I seldom see the big 
new shows until they meander 
around to the corner 
palace of 
popcorn, and hence cannot give 
you the old expert eye.

of evil on good as exemplified by 
a crooked crap game rn the cot- 
ton-candy concession. 
It 
had 
a 
curdling accident from the 
high 
trapezes some fist fights, psycho- 
somatic-injurv a full-scale circus 
performance and all the fascina­ 
ting background of circus 
logis­ 
tics. 
The British thing was merely a 
gently sardonic treatment of how 
a timid bank employee brought 
off the greatest gold bullion rob­ 
bery of the age, 
w ith . never a 
•cene nor a line of dialogue that did 
not contribute 
directly to the 
limpid flow of humorous action. 
As I watched the Import I couldn’t 
help but think what a wonderful 
tiling it might have been if the 
entrancing details of circus life 
had been welded to a single sim­ 
ple story line, instead of stagger­ 
ing under a dozen sub-plots.

The old gardener, passing 
out 
gifts at a recent party, distributed 
a number of 
hybrid 
Amaryllis 
bulbs. 
Several of the 
recipients, evi­ 
dently unaware of this beautiful, 
exotic flower, asked, “How do you 
grow this 
funnylooking thing.” 
Fortunately, the bulbs were ready 
for immediate forcing. 
For best results Amaryllis bulbs 
are placed in pots which are only 
an inch or 
two larger than 
the 
diameter of the bulbs themselves. 
Mine are in six-inch pots. Failure 
of the bulbs to bloom is usually 
due to planting 
in a 
large pot 
where it develops roots at the ex­ 
pense of top growth, and planting 
too deeply. 
Dorothy Jenkins and Helen Van 
Pelt Wilson, in their grand book, 
“Enjoy Your House Plants,” write: 
“In each pot is first placed an 
inch layer of coarse 
gravel or 
broken pot, then a layer of rich 
garden soil to which a teaspoon of 
bonemeal has been added. 
The 
bulb is then set and just enough 
soil packed firmly about it so that 
its neek and shoulders are above 
the top level of the soil. 
This 
means that from one-third to one- 
half of the bulb is uncovered. 
“Then water thoroughly and set 
in a cool, dark place to force root 
growth, during which time, six to 
eight weeks, w atering once a week 
will suffice. As soon as rooting is 
satisfactory the bulb will push 
forth a flower 
bud to announce 
th at it wants to be brought up in­ 
to the light and warm th. 
“Water once a week until the 
flower stalk is about four inches 
long, then 
w ater as often as is 
necessary to 
keep 
the soil well 
moistened. And once in two weeks 
apply a half cup of weak liquid 
fertilizer when you w ater it.” 
East Window 
For its flower-producing period, 
a sunny east window* is ideal and 
there it is best if the temperature 
does not rise above 60. A too-dry 
atmosphere also is to be avoided. 
The leaves will not grow much 
until the flowers have faded, then 
after the big, flowering stalk is 
cut away, 
a fine

w here the Amaryllis bulb will be 
developing the embryo blooms for 
next year. 
Keep watering and feeding until 
early September when the plant 
is brought indoors, kept dry until 
the foliage is loose and can be 
removed, to be stored in a cool and 
dark place until early next Christ­ 
mas. 
W atering once a month is 
sufficient during the early winter 
resting period. 
Do not repot the 
Amaryllis until 
it either breaks 
the pot or forces itself out of the 
pot. It will not flower unless root- 
bound.

ARCADIA, Calif — (TP) — The 
controversy is still raging over Al­ 
fred Gwynn Vanderbilt’s charge 
last Monday that 
officiating 
at 
Santa Anita racetrack isn’t strict 
enough and that the racing strip 
is too fast and too dangerous. 
Carleton F. Burke, director of 
racing at Santa Anita, 
has 
re­ 
plied with a long, prepared state­ 
ment in which he virtually chal­ 
lenges the sportsmanship of the 
man who heads 
the 
Thorough­ 
bred Racing Association of the 
United States. 
“Apparently the trouble with 
Mr. Vanderbilt is that he wants 
to be the owner and the trainer 
and the track superintendent and 
the board of stewards and even 
the racing secretary and handicap­ 
per,” B urke’s statement said. 


Burke said that on Jan. 12 Van­ 
derbilt began complaining about 
the condition of the track and that 
he scratched one of his mares, 
Bed O’ Roses, but left Next Move 
in a race and that she was beaten 
by Special Touch. 
“Then V anderbilt’s jockey, Erie 
Guerin, claimed that Eddie A r­ 
cana on Special Touch, had fouled 
him and had shut him off at the 
first turn. The claim, in my opin­ 
ion, was entirely uncalled for, and 
I don’t think that Guerin would 
have made it unless he was told 
to do so . . . Next Move was clear­ 
ly outrun to the first turn and 
outrun all the way. 
“It seems to me that from the 
number of years that Vanderbilt 
has been racing at Santa Anita, 
that he should be well acquainted 
with our method of operation and 
with the stewards who serve here. 
If it is as bad as he tried to make 
out, why does he want 
to

here? We expect the stables to 
race according to the rules of rac­ 
ing, as well as the rules of sports­ 
manship.”
